BASEBALL FAN DIES ROOTING. 


lynched here early tocay after a party of 
more than a dozen men, Masquerading as 
officers, appeared at the county jail and got 
possession of the men by presenting a bogus 
telegram to the 16 year old son ofthe sheriff, 
ordering the release of the blacks to the 
alleged posee. 

The negroes were being held here on the 
charge of murdering B. B. Smith, a sawmill 
‘man of Wadesborough, Leon county, and 
wounding another man named Register, on 
May 12. 

The men,-who had come from Tallahassee 
in automobiles, took the negroes about a mile 
outside of Lake City. They compelled the 
negroes to stand abreast and began firing 
with rifles and pistols until every one of the 
six had been riddled with bullets. 

The firing lasted about half an hour anda 
few straggiing citizens at cay break found the 
negtocs dead, just after the automobiles left 
the scene of the lynching. 


Sheriff’s Son Deceived. 

The plans of the lynchers wére most-daring, 
though but for a curious combination of cir- 
cumstances they would never have been suc- 
cessful. .The sheriff was out of the city and 
left the jail in charge of the boy, who, aroused 
in the early hours of the morning, allowed the 
negroes to be taken from the jail without 
knowing the sinister purpose of the mob. 

The telegram which the leader of the mob 
showed the boy was supposedly from the 
sheriff of Leon county and stated that he had 
received intimations that a mob was forming 
in Tallahassee to take the negroes from the 
Lake City jail. The message ordered that the 
men be carried further south to frustrate the 
suspected mob. 

The telegram appeared authentic, as the six 
negroes have been moved frequently, 

Residents of Lake City knew nothing of the 
lymehing until the shots were heard, 

The crime for which the negroes were held 
created strong feeling in Leon county, as the 
men murdered were prominent, and as a gen- 
eral race war was intimated at the prelimi- 
nary hearing given the prisoners. It was 
proved the negroes had established a veri- 
table arsenal and were prepared for trouble, 


Negro Preacher Lynched. 

Swainsboro, Ga., May 21.—Ben Smith. an 
old negro preacher, was lynched late las: 
night after he had shot his wife and fatally 
wounded Deputy Marshal Neal Canady, who 
attempted to arrest him. A crowd pursued 
the negro, caught him in a swamp, hanged 
him, and riddled his body with bulleta

Trust In This Form of Accident 
Insurance Greedy to Add to 
-, Mready Huge Profits, 


COST SENT UP SKY HIGH 


Federal Authorities to Be Asked to 
Look Into the Extortion; Re- 
lief Is Sought. 


EUROPEAN CONCERNS INVOLVED 


A new rate hoisting combine has entered 
the financial field. It embraces sixty or 
more of the casualty insurance companies 
of America and similar foreign concerns 
doing businese in this country. Asa result 
employers desiring liability insurance must 
pay increases varying from 15 to 140 per cent, 
and, in at least one case, the increased rate 
is ten times the rate prevailing last year— 
or seek more moderate prices among the 
few concerns outside the “ trust.’’ The agree- 
meént has been formulated in New York. 

The long suffering public has been served 
with numerous boosts in prices and rates, 
but the increases forced by this combine are 
said to hold the record. 

The United States government is sald to 
be inquiring into this trust and its proclivities 
to demand all or a little more than the people 
can stand. 

Huge as the rate increases on lability tn- 
surance have been within the last four 
months, there ig a report of further raises 
likely to be made unless Attorney General 
Wickersham intervenes with action to pre- 


veht the continuance of the extortion. 


Profits Are Huge Already. 

The casualty insurance companies involved 
in this rate raise put forth 4A on.for 
their action the cinii’that rater fi tdo 
low; that agents had been panei under the 
agreed rates, and that profits had shrunk. 

However, a consideration of the statistical 
tables of seven of the leading companies in 
the new agreement does not bear out this 
contention. 

The year 1910 showed huge profits for all, 
one of the largest of the eompanies paying 
a dividend last year of 41 per cent. In the 
face of this, the big increases are agreed on 
and are levied for the current year. 


Bulkeley’s Concern Prospers. 

The Avtna Life of Hartford, of which Mor- 
gan G. Bulkeley of Connecticut, recently re- 
tined by his constituency from the United 
States senate, is president. The premiums 
paid to this concern during 1910 totaled 
$6,010,880 and its insurance losses were 


$3;316,4 leaving a comfortable margin of. 
profit fr insurance alone of $2,694,884. Of 
this the stockholders received dividends 


amountigg to $100,000, or 5 per cent on the 
capitalization of. $2,000,000. 

Other companies show even greater profits. 
The Maryland Casualty of Baltimore shows 
a dividend of $410,000, or 41 per cent on its 
capitalization of $1,000,000 on premiums of 
$4,488,756 and losses of $1,998,621. 

The Travelers of Hartford declared a divi- 
dend of 30 per cent, $759,000 on a capitaliza- 
ticn of $2.500,000, its figures being: Pre- 
miums, $9,655,790; losses, $5,134,085. 

The Fidelity and Casualty of New York had 
an 18 per cent dividend last year with $180,- 
00) against a capital stock of $1,000,000. Its 
margin of profit between premiums and losses 
were $4,216,912. The dividend rates of the 
three English companies cited are not given, 
as the American returns are sent directly 
to'the home offices in London. Their margin 
of premium profit averages well with the 
United States companies. 


1910 Their Best Year. 

All the figures given in the tables are of 
interest as indicating the immense wealth of 
the insurance corporations engaging in the 
casualty business. Particularly is this true 
of the table showing results of the last 
decade. Not one of the seven leading com- 
panies enumerated added less than $780,000 
to its reserve fund during that period, while 
one, the Travelers, put away $8,078,773, 

The surpluses were enlarged in like fash- 
ion, swelling the admitted assets of the 
Altna to $101,000,000 and of the Travelers 
to. $75,000,000. The net surplus of each of 
these concerns is more than $8,000,000. 

Significant also is the comparison between 
the total of dividends declared during the 
last ten years and those of the single year 
1910 as indicating the rapid growth of busi- 
ness and profits. For instance, the Travelers’ 
ten year dividend total is $2,960,000, and its 
1910 figures $750,000, or a little less than one- 
quarter of the amount for the whole decade. 

Yet the claim is made that bad business in 
the west offsets good profits in the east, and 
that rates must be raised to give the com- 
panies an adequate return. The Travelers’ 
dividend rate last year, it will be remembered, 
was 30 per cent. 

One Set of Rates Up 1,008 Per Cent. 

An example of the increase of rates in one 
direction is afforded by a concern which in- 
sures thirty-seven wagons. Prior to this 
year this company secured a rate of $14 a 
waxon, or $668 in all. This was 4 rate 3 

reent higher than the ordinary, as it pro- 

fed that if one man should be killed $10,000 
, would be paid, and $20,000 if two or more 
were victims of the same accident. The 
ordinary rate is for $5,000 for one death and 
$10,000 for more than one. 

Under the new rate this company would 
have to pay $187.50 as against $17, for this 
dauble insurance, and $125 for the $5,000 and 
$1).000 maximum. In other words, instead 
of $663 premiums for the thirty-seven wagons 
the concern would have to pay $6,037, an in- 
crease of 1.003 per cent.

LIGHTNING KILLS 
WOMAN; INJURES 3 


Bolt Strikes South Side Apart- 
ment House and Drives Oc- 
cupants Out in Heavy 


MOTHER AND BABY BURN 


Fatality Oceurs in Flat Occupied 


Only by Victim; Boy Finds 
Body Seated in 
Chair, 


Tightning struck a south side apartment 
house during yesterday afternoon's electric 
stormand killed one woman outright, severe- 
ly burned a girl in an adjoining fidt, and 
scorched a mother and her baby in the third 
apartment. The bolt.caused a panic in the 
building and drove a score or more of hys- 
terical women into the street during the 
heaviest downpour of the day. 


THE DEAD: 
Mrs. Dora Cantwell, aged 36, 4813 St. 
Lawrence ave. 


THE INJURED: 

Miss Elsie Hochner, aged 16, 4315 St. 
Lawrence ave., burned about the chest, 
legs and feet. 

Mrs. Alfred D. Thompson, 4315 St. 
Lawrence ave., scorched slightly about 
the face and hands. 

Alfred D. Thompson Jr., aged 2, also 
scorched about the face and hands as his 
mother held him in her arms. 

The lightning struck the third story of the 
six flat apartment house at 4313-4815 St. 
Lawrence avemue at about 3:15 o'clock in 
the afternoon and flashed through three of 
the flats in the building. It left the char- 
acteristic magical traces in its pathwcy. 
When the fire department was called the 
firemen were unable to tell where the thun- 
derbolt had entered the house, but it is be- 
lieved to have darted through a window 
casement in the third flat, occupied by the 
Cantwells. 


Leaves Jagged Pathway. 

Its pathway could be traced by broken 
pieces of plaster in the ceiling of a bedroom 
adjoining the room in which Mrs. Cantwell 
sat. It splintered the moldboard and: plas- 
ter near the floor of a chamber in the Hoch- 
ner flat, which is also on the third floor, 
and left a jagged line of broken plaster on 
the ceiling and walls of the flat below, occu- 
pied by the Thompsons. 

It was nearly fifteen minutes after the 


ment. By that time the alarm caused by 
the lightning, the narrow escapes of Miss 
Hochner and Mrs. Thompson and her baby, 
and the fear of fire in the building had sub- 
sided. Miss Hochner and her sister, Bertha 
Hochner, were entertaining) a party of 
friends when the bolt struck and the screams 
of the young women in the party shot fear 
into the hearts of the other occupants of 
the building. Hence, the entire attention of 
tne neighbors was attracted to the young 
women. 
Boy Finds Body Afire. 

After the fire department arrived, Fred 
Steffan, the 16 year old son of F. E. Steffan, 
4215 St. Lawrence avenue, entered the Cant- 
well flat and found Mrs. Cantwell dead in 
her chair by the front window. Smoke was 
issuing from her shoes and stockings. The 
boy smothered the fire with his hands and 
called for help. 

Examination of the body by Dr. C. E. King, 
559 East Forty-third street, showed that the 
woman's left side was badly burned. There 
was a deep flesh wound behind the left ear 
and the left foot was burned almost to 
the bone. Mrs. Cantwell wore spectacles and 
the bracket over the left ear had been tossed 
off by the bolt. A leather pocketbook was 
lying in her lap, the upper cover of which 
had been ripped off, but the contents were 
intact.

AVIATOR AND COMPANION ESCAPE! 


AVIATION FATALITIES OF YEAR..... —— 

PARIS, May 21.—France paid a terrible toll 
today for her endeavor to attain supremacy 
of the air when a monoplane, the ériver of 
which had lost control, plunged into a group 
of members of the cabinet who had gathered 
to witness the start of the race from Paris 
to Madrid, killing the ministér of war and 
injuring the prime minister, his son, and a 
wel] known sportsman.

Immense Crowd Sees Disaster, « 

The accident occurred on the aviation flela 

at Iesy les Molineux, where 200,000 persone 


Y Wea Bathered to see the start of the race. 


M. Train was piloting the monoplane that 
wrought such havoc. With him in the car 
was M. Bounter, a passenger. Neither of 
these men was injured. The machine was 
wrecked. 

Minister of War Berteaux was mangled. 
The swiftly revolving propeller cut off his 
left arm, which was found ten feet away 
from the spot where he was struck: The 
back of his head was crushed in, his throat 
was gashed, and the whole of his left side 
eut and lacerated. 

Premier Monis was buried -beneath the 
wreckage of the monoplane. He was taken 
out as quickly as possible and examined by 
military surgeons, who found he had com- 
pound fractures of two bones in the right 
leg, that his nose was broken, his face badly 
contused, and that there were bruises or 
the breast and abdomen. Physicians tonight 
reported he would recover 

Prof. Lannelongue and Drs. Tussier and 
Crouzon, who attended M. Monis, issued a 
bulletin to the effect that the abdominal paing 
had diminished and that the mental condi- 
tion of the patient continued excellent, 


Worried About Premier Monis. 

Prof. Lannelongue, in a more detailed 
statement, gave it as his opinion that the 
premier would be able to walk in two months. 
The only point, he added, calling for reserve 
in the prognosis was the pain in the abdomen. 

The premier, he said, had been struck @ 
violent biow in the region of the liver, and 
while the first examination showed nothing 
to indicate the existence of an internal lesion, 
it would be two or three days before the phy- 
sicilans could pronounce on the outcome toe 
certainty. 

The examination, however, revealed diahe- 
(tic symptoms. Referring to these Prof. 
Lannelongue saidt 

‘“‘I am optimistic about the patient, but at 
the same time I am worried by these traces 
of diabetes. It will necessitate our watching 
the patient closely every day, 80 as to avoid 
the possibility of complications.” 


Others Not Seriously Hurt. 

M. Deutsch and the premier's #on were not 
seriously hurt. 

Among those who had narrow ehoapes from 
injury was M. Lepine, the prefect of police. 

Premier Monis and Minister Berteaux and 
thels party arrived at the aviation fleld about 
6 o'tlock this morning, shortly after Ro~ 
land Garros, M Beaumont, and'M. Gilbere 
had started tn the race. 

The great line of spectators bordering the 
fiying field was being held rigid by a large 
force of soldiery, who, however, permitted 
the ministerial party and some half hundred 
other persons of distinction to walk across | 
the field to a point where they could get @ ) 
better view down the course and see the | 
airmen as they rose from the starting point | 
and flew in their direction. 

While the great assemblage cheered madly 
the ministers saw Pierre Vedrine, who had 
been picked by any aa the probable winner 
of the race, mount easily from the ground 
and head down the aerodrome, only suddenly 
to capsize and fall but emerge whurt from 
the wreckage of his machine. 

Aviator Train, meanwhile, had taken his 
position at the starting line, levers in hand, 
and with M. Bounter beside him. 


Ascends in 30 Mile Wind.” 

The breeze had been steadily freshening 
and the meteorological observer ip the Eiffe} 
tower telephoned that his gauge showed « 
velocity of close to thirty miles an hour. 
Train, however, left the ground. Ascending 
ewiftly he circled the great field, curving 
round to the starting line and then fiying 
down the course at a forty miles an hour 
gait, the machine rocking in the gusty wind. 

At this moment it was observed by the 
commandant of the troops that the crowds 
were breaking the line formation on one side 
of the field, and he dispatched a troop of — 
culrassiers to get them back in order. The 
soldiers galloped across the fleld, breaking 
into double lines ae they went. | 

Train's monoplane swooped toward . the 
earth under the impulse of an air flurry, end 
it. appeared as if the aviator was about to 
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lash into the cavalry. The pilot’s attention 

momentarily to have been diverted 

his course and he made a quick turn 

jo the left. toward where the party of officials 

were standing. Then he lost control of the 

traft and it dashed violently into the minis- 
lerial group. 

Notables Pinned Under Wreckage. 

The impact knocked M. Berteaux ten feet 
‘kway, while under the wreckage of the mono- 
Dlane lay Premier Monis, his son, and M. 
Deutsch. Train and M. Bounler emerged 
from the wreck uninjured. 

A scene of confusion followed the fall of 
the monoplane. From all parts of the avia- 
tion field arose cries of alarm and dismay, 
and tens of thousands of persons broke 
through the lines and moved toward the scene 
of the accident. The cavairy, however, by 
repeated charges managed to clear the field 
and the injured men were given first aid to 
the injured treatment by the field surgeons. 

From the first it was seen that M. Berteaux 
was fatally hurt and that M. Monis was 
seriously injured. After the ministers had 
been cared for the surgeons dressed the 
wounds of those who had received minor 
bruises. 

There are various versions as to the cause 
bf the accident, but everyone seems agreed 
that it occurred with such frightful rapidity 
that there was no time for M. Berteaux, M. 
Monis, and the others injured to escape. 


Eye Witness Tells of Disaster. 
' M. Hersand, a nephew of formér Premier 
Dupuy, whose newspaper, the Petit Parisien, 
@rranged the race, said: 

“M. Berteaux was just asking me who 
would be the next starter, and I con- 
sulting my program to answer him, when, 
glancing upward, I saw the monoplane 
plunging and careening toward us. 

“* Lookout,’ I cried, and the next instant 
the wing of the aeroplane grazed my side. 
Looking around, I saw the minister of war 
ten feet away, with his arm severed from his 
body as though by a surgeon’s knife. Mig 
head was crushed. 

“ Premier Monis lay motionless, face down- 
‘ward. I thought him dead. M. Deutsch, his 
face ghastly pale, was trying to rise to his 
feet.”’ . 

M. Monis Jr. said that he thought he saved 

father’s life by pushing him violently to 

e ground the moment he saw the machine 
Plunging through the air. The ministerial 
party, he declared, wag hidden from the 
pilot’s view by the detachment of cuiras- 
siers. In avoiding these Train crashed down 
upon the group liks@ bolt from the sky. 


Races Suspended for Day. 
‘ M. Dupuy immediately after the disaster 
@nmnounced that the races had been 
suspended. M. Lepine issued a formal order 
to that effect, declaring it would be impos- 
gible to continue, for a large part of the avia- 
tion field already was covered by vast 
crowds. : 
.. Late this afternoon, however, the Aero 
club decided that the six airmen who had 
mot started today should have an oppor- 
tunity to do so tomorrow morning. 

M. Berteaux’s body was placed in a closed 
gutomobile and escorted from the field by a 
@quadron of dragoons with swords at salute, 
while tens of thousands of persons stood un- 
wovered. 

Paul Deumer, former president of the 
ehamber of deputies and the most intimate 
friend of the family, cormmmunicated the news 
of her husband’s death to the minister’s 
.widow. He said Mme. Berteaux showed ad- 
mirable courage. 

The body of M. Berteaux lies at the 
ministry in the same room from which re- 
‘eently his predecessor, Gen. Brun, was 
buried. 

Monis- Shows Bravery. 

Premier Monis, while being taken from the 
fiefa in an ambulance repeated over and 
ever again in a low voice: “It is nothing, | 
it is nothing,”’ and, when he had somewhat 
regained a.ciearer consciousness, said his 
injuries must not interfere with the race 
He did not know M. Berteaux was dead.

Almost from its inception M. Berteaux ex- 
hibited a keen interest in aviation, and as 
early as 1905 he made an ascent in the Le 
Baudy military balloon. Much of the credit 
for the French army's preéminence in avia- 
tion was given to the war minister. 

Monis’ Disability Affects Nation. 

Premier Monis is classed ag a Radical Re- 
publican in French politics. He is a lawyer 
and has sat in the senate for Gironde since 
1891. Until called upon on March 1 fast to 
form a new cabinet to succeeéthe/Briand 
ministry he had been vice president of the 
senate since Jan. 1, 1906. He was born in 
18490. : 

M. Monis took a prominent part In the over- 
throw of the Bourgeois ministry in 1896. As 
minister of justice in the Waldeck-Rousseau 
cabinet, he signed the decree convoking the 
High court to try the royalist plot against 
the republic in 1899. His disability now Is 
especially important. The questions of old 
age pensions, the delimitation of the cham- 
pagne district, and the Moroccan imbroglio 
all require the presence in the chamber of 
the premier, and for the time being all are to 


} be held up. 


Fatalities in Previous Race. 

Fatality séems to be linked with Paris to 
Madrid contests.

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SIGN PEACETERMS; 
MEXICO WAR ENDS 


Final Agreement Reached at 
Juarez by Madero and En- 
voys of Diaz. 


DIAZ PLEDGED TO RESIGN. 


is 


Full Concessions Obtained by the 
Insurgents Are Not Shown 
|| in Doeument, — 


Juarez, Mexico, May 21.—Officialy desig- 
nated representatives of the Mexican gov- 
ernment and the revolutionists latestonight 
signed @ peace agreement intended to end the 
hostilities in Mexico. 

Though covering only the principal points 
negotiated thus far, the agreement prac- 
tically records the concessions by the gov- 
ernment of those demands which started, on 
Nov. 20 last, armed revolution In Mexico. 
Telegrams announcing the signing of the 
agreement were dispatched throughout Mex- 
ico to revolutionary and federal leaders. 

Constitutional restrictions prevented the 
inclusion in the agreement of the fact that 
the rebels will be permitted to suggest to 
various state legislatures the names of pro- 
visional governors and likewise the fact 
that six of the eight members of the new 
cabinet have been chosen by the révolution- 
ists, but the agreement records that Presi- 
dent Diaz and Vice President Corral will 
resign and that the government ie to con- 
centrate its attentions on desired reforms. 


Text of the Agreement. | 
Following is the text of the agreement: 

In the city of Juarez, on the 21st day of 
May, 1911, in the customs house, Sefior 
Don Francisco 8. Carbajal, representing 
the government of Gen. Porfirio Diaz; 
Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez, Don Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, and Don José Maria Pino 
Suarez, as the representatives of the rev- 
olutionary forces, having gathered to 
treat about the method of effecting a ces- 
gation of hostilities in the entire national 
territory, and considering: 

1. That Sefior Gen. Porfirio Diaz has 
manifested his resolution of resigning 
the presidency of the republic before the 
end of the present month; and 

2. t bona fide news is at hand that 
Ramow Corral will resign the vice presi- 
dency of the republic within the same 
period; and, 

8. That, by the administration of law, 
Sefior Francisco Leon de la Barra, the 
present’ minister of foreign relations of 
the government of Sefior Gen. Diaz, will 
assume for the interim the potver of the 
executive of the nation, and wil) call the 
general elections according to the terms 
of the constitution; and, 


Abide by Public Opinion. 

4. That the national government wil 
study the conditions of public opinion in 
the actuality to satisfy these conditions 
with the provisions of the constitution 
and will come to an agreement conducive 
to indemnifying the losses directly caused 
by the revolution. 

Therefore, the two parties represented 
in this conference, in view of the previous 
considerations, have agreed to formulate 
the folowing agreement: 

From today on hostilities which have 
existed in the entire national territory of 
the republic shall cease between the forces 
of the government and those of the revo- 
lution, these forces to be dismissed in 
proportion as in each state the necessary 
steps are taken to reéstablish and guar- 
antee tranquillity and public onder. 

As soon as possible the reconstruction 
or repair of telégraph and railway lines 
hitherto interrupted shall be begun. 


Long Dispute Over Agreement. 

The agreement was signed after three days 

of indecision, Francisco I. Madero, Jr., leader 
of the revolution, expressing the view that 
peace could be declared only when Sefior de 
le Barra became provisional president and 
the new cabinet was installed. 
_ Some of his chiefs argued otherwise, de- 
claring that armed forces in the field in 
the interim might precipitate trouble. It 
Wwas suggested, too, that in deference to the 
wish of President Diag to retire when tran- 
quillity was restored, the peace agreement 
be made immediate, as bis resignation is 
expected within four or five days. 

Sefior Madero’s hesitancy was based on the 
idea that a peace agreement could have no 
legal effect, inasmuch jas one of the parties, 
the revolutionists, expired when peace was 
deciared. It was pointed out to him, how- 
ever, that a peace treaty in the legal sense 
of the word was not desired, but merely a 
sigmed declaration recording what had been 
dohe toward satisfying the demands of the 
revolutionists. 


Troops to Be Disbanded, 

The troops will be disbanded proportion- 
ately as each state is restored to tranquility. 
As the revolution in many states has been 
tncited by the opposition to the governors, the 
retention of armed forces until the new gov- 
ernors are installed constitutes a practica’ 
guarantee that the issue will not be evaded. 

Francisco I. Madero Jr. will remain here 
five or six days longer. He will start for 
Mexico City via Chihuahua and Torreon im- 
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mediately after President Diaz has resigned.

REBELS OCCUPY CUERNAVAOA.

Two other convicts, R. A. Adkins, a bur- 
giar, and George £onners, serving a term for 
robbery, who, Butsch says, were the com- 
panions of his flight, are believed to be hid- 
ing im the same strip of woods in which 
Butsch was taken. <A posse searched it 
thoroughly, but could not find them. 


Convict Caught in Tree. ’ 

Im the twenty-four hours thet he had been 
at) liberty the confidence man, smart and 
shrewd as he is, had been able to get only 
elévem miles away from higprigson. He had 
made his way in a zigzag course of sudden 
dashes and slow crawls to @ grove ome and 
a half miles from Elwood, which és south of 
Joliet. 

There the ever widening cordon flung out 
from the penitentiary caught up with him. 
With the beaters at his heels the hunted 
man swung himself into a tall elm and 
sought to hide. himself among the leafy 
branches. But the keen eyes of an 18 year 
old farmer boy named Palmér picked him out 
of his hiding place. 

“ Come on down,” shouted Palmer, “and 
give yourself up.” 

Butsch’s answer was a bullet from his. 
pistol which snarled past Palmer’s ear. 

Two other shots were exchanged, and 
then Butsch committed the second offense 
of which he has been guilty since he 
got away from his guards, The first was 
burglary. He and his two fellow fugitives 


had robbed a farmer's house to get arms and ° 


a'ichange of clothing. The second was 
plagiarism. Butsch filched in his emergency 
a famous sentence from the much told tale 
about Davy Crockett and the coon, 
“Don’t shoot,” he said, “ I'll come down.” 


| Tells How They Escaped. 

Butsch said that whem the hurricane hit 
the quarry he and Adkins and Conners fled to 
the prison cemetery, about half a mile from 
the quarry. There, exposed to all the wild- 
ness of the storm and -with the graves of 
dead felons around them, they slept, or tried 
to sleep, until a few hours before dawn. 

It was still night when they started on. 
Their first stopping place was a farmhouse 
east of Joliet, which they broke into and in 
which they each got pistols and new clothing. 
They then hurried ‘south. Their progress 
after that was slow, for they had to avoid 
every one and steal from one cover to an- 
other. They got into the grove where Butsch 
was caught at about 2 o’clock and were rest- 
ing when the searchers caught up with them.

“It is for the purpose of teach- 
ing the children the mechanical requisites of 
this daily act, as well as to teach the exer- 
cise of care, that we have prepared this 
course and will put it into executon. 

_” At first only boarding and leaving the 
cars will be taught, but a littld later there 
will be instruction on how to safely cross 
the car tracks, and especial stress will be 
laid upon the custom, now quite prevalent 
among persons of all ages, of crogsing behind 
a car without making certain that another 
car is not preccaennt on the oppdsite track.”

System.

It is the plan of Prof. Robert 'E. Blount of 
the Waller High school of Oak Park, who 
first proposed it at a conference of the Child 
Welfare exhibit. ™ ) 

When you sit on the benches in the park, 
and you're engaged:and it’s all right, when 
you ask for just one more kiss (om’t be sur- 
prised if she turns to you and says: 

“No, George; it isn’t according to Blount.” 

If you are a modest young woman and you 
are fond of a certain young mam and you 
want to know if it would be proper for you 
to let him see your true feelings, it will no 
longer be necessary to write Laura Jean to 
know what course to pursue. Instructions 
On such subjects will be part of the schoo! 
curriculum. 

“I believe,” said Prof. Blount, In advo- 
cating the “‘ kissing colleges’’ in which the 
“art of spooning "’ Is to be taught, “ that 
there should be a proper course of instruc- 
tion, preparing children for married life. 
Tris instruction should begin in infamcy and 
cominue through life and youth. 


Thinks Chaperon System Bad. 

“Courtship should not be left to chance 
and the unguided impulses of youth,’’ said 
Prof. Blount. ‘' Nor is the guardian's duty 
done when he has impressed the importance 
of the proprieties on his charges To this 
negative instruction must be added positive 
counsel and training. 

“The Buropean method of chaperonage 
is prohibitive of true courtship. The very 
common practice in America of allowing 
engaged couples almost unlimited facilities 
for private meetings without much regard 
to time and place, and without any instruc- 
tion that would prepare them for making 
good use of such privilege, isnot a good one. 

‘“*‘Courtship ought to be studied carefully 
by those {ntrusted with the training of 
young people, to the end that it may lead up 
to a beautiful married life. 

‘‘ Sweethearts need to be alone together. 
Their love grows with expressiong They 
ought to have opportunity for their endear- 
ments. But they should be carefully taught 
the difference between affection and passion. 


Should Be Allowed to Plan. 

“There are a thousand and one things for 
sweethearts to talk over. 
know that they will try to map out thefr 
whole life plans, and then, as the years pasa, 
will fail to live up to their scheme. But that 
is nothing against their working out the plan. 

“This conscientious planning helps to 
meke life more harmonious and lifts it to a 
higher plane. Questions of money manage- 
ment, of occupation, of children, of codp- 
erative social or religious work are a few 
of the many that ought to be tntelligently dis- 
cussed. There are phases of these questions 
that should be discussed in groups of young 
people, under the leadership of older heads. 

‘* Courtship i too important a factor in life 
to be dwarfed by undue espionage. Young 
people must be prepared for it by proper 
training, and then, only after adequate in- 
struction, should they be provided the op- 
portunity for private meeting.”

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CITY LABOR BODY 
CRITICISES TAFT 


Opposition to Bill Extending 
Unionism in Federal Civil 
% Service Offends. 


TO WAR ON SHURTLEFF. 


Sees Progress in Last General 
Assembly; Denounces White 
City and Sans Souci. 


—— 


A report criticising President Taft for 
opposing the Lioyd bill granting federal civil 
gervice employés the right to petition con- 
grees for legislation affecting hours, wages, 
and working conditions was adopted yesier- 
day by the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

The central labor body also adopted a final 
report of its state legislative committee, add- 
ing a vote of thanks to the members of the 
committee for the “‘ splendid results in labor 
jJegislation achieved in the session of the 
general assembly just closed.” 

Representative Shurtleff was aseailed inthe 
report for his attempt to defeat the women's 
ten hour law. The report stated that ‘‘ we 
hope the voters of Waukegan will remember 
Shurtleff when he comes up for reélection.”’ 
Several senators and Assistant Corporation 
Gounsel Howard Hayes received unfavorable 
comment for their fight against the "two 
platoon” bill, which was defeated. 


Take Fling at Mine Workers. 

The report, which was read by A. C. An- 
Gerson of the Painters’ union, secrétary of 
the committee, contained a list of labor leg- 
islation defeatel and adopted in the forty- 
seventh general assembly. The respects of 
the federation to the officials of the United 
Mine Workers of Ilinols and to President 
Edwin R. Wright of the State Federation of 
Labor, were paid by a statement that “a 
committee of mine workers seemed to be 
present only for the purpose of securing the 
paseage of the workmen's compensation 
bin.” 

This was @ covert fling referring to the 
Gitpute between organized labor of Chicago 
and President Wright and the miners over 
the relative importance of an employers’ lia- 
bility law end compensation legisilatior. 

John O'Neill, chairman of the committee, 
caused the adoption of a resolution thank- 
ing Sneators Henson of Decatur and Repre- 
sentativw: O'Toole fur their efforts in behalf 
of legislation desired by organized labor. 


Say < ostal Strike Not Intended. 

The report criticising President Taft was 
made by Oscar F. Nelson, president of the 
National Federatton of Postoffice Clerks. He 
stated that the employés of the postal ce- 
partment *‘do not wish to organize for the 
purpose of striking against the government, 
but they do want the right to petition con- 
gress for a redress of grievances.” 

“Opponents of the Lloyd bill have gone so 
far as.t6 enlist the aid of President Taft 
against the meaéure,” said Delegate Nelson. 
“ President. Taft has taken up the fight oy 
speaking against the bill, without knowing 
whereof he speaks. I want to say that there 
is danger of a strike among the postal em- 
ployés if the national manufacturers and the 
officials of the postal department persist in 
fighting us and opposing our efforts to ob- 
tain our constitutional rights.”’ 


Denounce Amusement Parks. 

Managements of White City and Sans Sou- 
ci parks were denounced for refusing to sign 
agreements with union waiters, waitresses, 
bartenders, and printers. Several delegates, 
including Mirs Anna Willard of the’ Wait- 
resses’ union, demanded that the parks be 
placed on the “unfair list’ at-once. but 
President John Fitzpatrick ruled this out 
of order. The entire subject was referred to 
& special committe for investigation and re- 
port at the next meeting and unless a settle- 
ment is reached, action will be taken at that 
time, 

Speakers deplored the defeat of the initia- 
tive and referendum, and @ resolution was 
adopted requesting Governor Deneen to in- 
clude in the cajl for an extra session of the 
legislature the question of the initiative and 
referendum. At the request of Miss Mar- 
garet Haley of the Teachers’ federation, a 
letter will be sent to the governor containing 
‘photographs of the pledges made by 105 
members of the house and senate to vote for 
the reform.

New York, May: 21.—.[Specia!.]—The dem- 
onstration in the house of representatives on 
Wednesday in approval of @ sort of informal 
nomination of Speaker Clark by the Dem- 
ocrats for the presidency tends to confirm in- 
formation received in thig city within the 
last week. Democratic leaders here have 
been told that at the opportune moment it 
will be disclosed that Col. Wiliam J. Bryan's 
candidate for the presidential nomination is 
Speaker Clark. 

This information is not mere gossip or 
guesswork. Behind it stand details telling of 
the work Bryan and his friends have done 
in behalf of Clark’s nomination and of what 
they purpose doing during the summer and 
fall. 

Wilson’s Availability. 

The presumption has been strong here that 
the friendly relations established between 
Col. Bryan and Gov. Wilson of New Jersey 
and the widespread interest in Wilson, as well 
as the feeling in the south that the governor 
will, long before the convention meets, be pre- 
eminently indicated as the Democratic candi- 
date for president, have caused Bryan to 
recognize Wilson’s avallability and led him 
to become his political sponsor, overlooking 
the refusal of Wilson to support him for 
president in 1896. 

The later information suggests that Bryan 
is willing, indeed, glad, to have Wilson carry 
on his present campaign. of agitation, for 
that will serve to stimulate and solidify the 
Democratic party throughout the United 


States. But there is no campaign of a per- 
sonal nature, in Bryan’s view, which can be 
made so effectual as that which it is possible 


for the speaker of the house of representa- 


tievs to carry on. 
Has Personal Magnetism. 

Moreover, Champ Clark has personal mag- 
netism. He comes from the Mississippi 
valley and from a state which should not be 
doubtful at the time of the next presidential 
election. He is better known to the De- 
mocracy of the United States than Wilson. 
He has never wavered in his support of all 
that Bryan has advocated, and he has gained 
some popularity with the Republicans. 

It is reported that Bryan believes that the 
next Democratic candidate for the presi- 
dency should be a citizen of the west, and 
that the candidate for the vice presidency 
should come from the east. 

It has been suggested here that the ap- 
parently impromptu reference made upon the 
floor of the house by Minority Leader Mann 
to Speaker Clark as the real available candi- 
date of the Democracy for president was not 
a mere chance remark, but was spoken with 
intent to demonstrate that the real candidate 
of the Democratic masses and leaders west 
of the Alleghenies is Clark and not Woodrow 
Wilson. 

Doubt to Be Removed. 

There is high Democratic authority for 
stating that within the course of a few weeks 
there will be no longer doubt that the can- 
didate of Col. Bryan for the Democratic 
nomination for the presidency is Speaker 
Champ lark of Missouri and that it will be 
found that Bryan would give cordial ap- 
proval to the nomination of Wilson for vice 
presiderst.

BARKERS HAIL VISITORS. 


Suburbanites Stand Firm in 
‘“‘Piye Cent War’; Pupils Have 
to Walk to Maywood. 


Twenty thousand persons were carried yes- 
terday by the Garfield park branch of the 
“ZL” to Forest Park, where an impromptu 
bus line connected the termihus with the 
nineteen cemeteries in and around the vil- 
lage. ‘ 

The surface line continuations have not 
been in operation since Deo, 27, when the 
County Traction company advanced the fare 
to 10 cents, for which Forest Park inflicteda 
franchise forfeiture 

Seven buses, supplied by downtown cons 
cerns, carfled passengers to all the cem- 
eteries yesterday at a charge of 5 cents each 
way. The bus line wag established a week 
ago, when Fred Licht, chief of police of the 
village, sent an invitation to a number of 
conveyance companies. It was known that 
thousands of persons would visit the Forest 
Park cemeteries yesterday and next Sunday 
to attend to graves before Decoration day. 


Expected Crowd of 40,000. 

“The heavy rainstorm cut the crowd in 
two,” said M. J. Feron, superintendent of the 
Metropolitan “LL.” “* We were prepared for 
40,000 people” 

In addition to the buses a five ton canopled 
gasoline truck ran on a twenty minute sched- 
ule. It is the intention to operate the truck 
every Sunday until some sort ofa resumption 
of street car service is accomplished. Not 
only a “ barker “ called the attention of“ L.”’ 
passengers to the fact that the truck wes 
bound for the cemeteries at a fare of * only

BOATS IN COMMISSION. 


| Place for Sailing Craft 
: from Shipyards.

With the formal opening of the 1911 sailing 
séason only eight days away, Chicago yachts- 
men are busily engaged in putting the finish- 
ing touches on their Boats. A few weeks ago 
the yachts of the local pleasure fleets were 
at the various shipyards, where the process 
of taking them out of winter quarters was 
gone through with. Now the scenes of activ- 
ity have been changed tothe mooring grounds 
of the three big clubs, where the work of 
fitting out will be pushed fn preparation for 
the lid lifting ceremonies on Decoration day, 
the traditional time for opening the season. 

Last week scores of boats were removed 
from the shipyards and brought-to the down- 
town harbor, and the next few days wil! find 
many more at their moorings. The Jackson 
Parkers, following a custom of several years 
standing, have been the first to assemble their 
fi¢et, and the park lagoon {s well filled with 
sailboats of all classes, as well as power 
beats. Many of the Jackson Park yachtsmen 
have gone so far as to take little sailing trips 
on the lake. Members of the Chicago and 
Columbia yacht clubs are not far behind the 
Jackson Park people, for yachtsmen of both 
downtown organizations are well along with 
their preliminary work.

At the Chicago Yacht club, the sloops III!- 
nois, La Truda, Spray, La Rita, and We're 
Here are in commission, and their owners 
have been sailing the last week. Dr. William 
L.) Baum’s schooner yacht, Amorita, the larg- 
est sailing pleasure craft on Lake Michigan, 
has been brought down from winter quarters 
and now is moored near the Van Buren street 
gap. The big steel two sticker wintered on 
the south -branch near the Twenty-second 
street bridge, and for several weeks members 
of the professional crew have been engaged 
inithe work of scraping and painting the huge 
hull, both inside and out. Thespars were left 
inj and all that remains to be done, now that 
Amorita is at its moorings, is to overhaul the 
géar and bend on the sails.

Mr. Thompson has his entire professional crew at 
work on the double sticker and announces that 
it’ will be eailed fo the Chicago harbor within a 
week or ten days.. Valmore has taken the Mack- 
inac race for three straight years, and Commodore 
Thompson expects to put his yacht in such condi- 
tien that it will repeat again this year. 

Mavourneen, the eastern sicop purchased by E. 
M. Mills, and which will be seen in local waters 
for the first time, is at South Chicago, where it 
was shipped from the seaboard. Mavourneen 
will be fitted out this week and next and will go 
into commission on Decoration day. Polaris, the 
big yawl purchased in New Ycrk by James C, 
Heyworth, now is on its way to Chicago and is 
expected to arrive early in June. At present 
Polaris is at Albany, where the crew is waiting 
for the Erie canal to open. The yaw! will come 
here through what is known as the inland route.
